18 (1) A vehiclethat is owned and operated by the United States, this State,
19 or any political subdivision of this State;

23 (3) A canteen wagon of arecognized fire buff organization, as certified by
24 the Internationa Fire Buffs Association;

12 1. The central visual acuity is 20/200 or less in the better eye,

13 with corrective glasses; or

14 2. Thereisafield defect in which the peripheral field has
15 contracted to such an extent that the widest diameter of visual field subtends an
16 angular distance no greater than 20 degreesin the better eye;

17 (9 A vehicle owned and personally used by an individual whois at least
18 65 yearsold and is the surviving spouse of a deceased disabled veteran, as defined
19 under § 7-208 of the Tax - Property Article; [and]

20 (20) A Typel or Type Il school vehicle owned and operated by areligious
21 organization; AND

22 (11) A VEHICLE, BUT NOT MORE THAN ONE, OWNED AND PERSONALLY
23 USED BY A MEMBER OF THE MARYLAND NATIONAL GUARD.
